bases.

May Deport Fliers 
Concerning the 
Lancaster

“We have not decided yet w heth­ 
er to bring Captain Lancaster and 
Mrs. Miller to trial or whether to 
deport them and let this angle of 
the case drop.” 
Evidence implicating the two fliers 
in alleged alien smuggling activities 
was forwarded by the labor depart­ 
ment to Florida authorities in con­ 
nection with Lancaster’s trial and 
acquittal for the murder of Hayden 
Clark, youthful uTiter, Doak stated. 
“This evidence was never used,” 
he added. 
“Some of the evidence 
in 
this 
smuggling ring is the most terrible 
I have ever seen. Parts of it are not 
fit to print. I have a stack of papers 
a foot high dealing with the many 
angles to the case. 
“Our departm ent has broken the 
backbone of the ring. But there are 
details which we feel it best not to 
reveal pending the making of ad­ 
ditional arrests. 
“Several persons were jailed 
in 
Florida recently in connection with 
the ring’s activities.”

vania. former director general of the 
Loyal Order of Moose, charged with 
violation of the national lottery law. 
The government is attem pting to 
show that $100.000 from the pro­ 
ceeds of the $3.000.000 Moose charity 
balls, alleged to have been lotteries, 
passed into the personal accounts of 
the former secretary of labor. 
However, Charles J. Margiotti, of 
Punxsutawney, Pa., chief counsel for 
Davis, told International News Ser­ 
vice that the financial transactions 
introduced by the prosecution will 
be “fully explained” when the de­ 
fendant presents his side of the case. 
Through Melvin Carnahan, audi­ 
tor of the Fidelity Trust Company, 
of Pittsburgh, the government intro­ 
duced the following purported trans­ 
actions: 
In 1927, Mrs. Jean R. Davis, wife 
of the senator, obtained a note for 
$150,000 on collateral of numerous 
securities in her husband’s name. 
On Oct. 1, 1930, there was a bal­ 
ance due on her note of $127,418.50. 
plus interest of $658.32. 
On that date, her not® was paid 
through a check drawn from the ac­ 
count of the “organization depart­ 
m ent” of the Moose. 


Then, on January 9, 1931. shortly 
after the drawings were made for 
the prizes given in connection with 
the 1930 charity ball, according to 
the government. $100,000 was applied 
against the note endorsed by Davis, 
reducing it to $50.000. 
The $100,000 payment was made 
through three checks, $50,000, $30,- 
000 and $20.000. from Fred W. Jones, 
treasurer of the organization de­ 
partm ent.

The present status of Davis in re­ 
lation to the “organization depart­ 
m ent” has not yet been made clear. 
Under a contract entered into be­ 
tween Davis and the Moose in 1928, 
he was given special organizing pri­ 
vileges writh permission to keep the 
initiation fees of new members se­ 
cured. 
The senator operated thru 
the “organizing departm ent” at the 
time. 
The 
government contends that 
this contract is still in force but de­ 
fense counsel, through cross-exami­ 
nation of witnesses, has indicated 
that it will seek to show th at DavLs 
turned over the affairs of the de­ 
partm ent to former assistants, one 
of them being Jones.
